An event inspired by the suffragette 
who died after throwing herself before 
King George V’s horse in the Epsom 
Derby aims to celebrate 21st Century 
women. 

Emily Wilding Davison, a former 
leading member of the Women’s 
Social and Political Union (WSPU) 
founded by Emmeline Pankurst, tire¬ 
lessly fought for women’s voting 
rights. 

On June 14,1913, she ran out in front 
of the horse Amner during an Epsom 
Derby race before being trampled. 

She later died from her injuries at 
the Old Cottage Hospital in Alexandra 
Road. 

It is believed the 40-year-old school¬ 
teacher intended to attach a WSPU 
flag to the horse when she ran onto the 
racecourse. 

Now an event is being held at Epsom 
Racecourse next month which will cel¬ 
ebrate 21st Century “inspirational” 
women and those who have made sig¬ 
nificant strides in history. 

It’s being organised by Philippa 
Bilton, a relative of Ms Davison and 


whose great grandmother was her 
first cousin, and Old Cottage Hospital 
GP Dr Subo Emmanuel. 

Legal firm Peacock Law is also spon¬ 
soring the evening. 

Kim Peacock said: “Peacock & Co 
Solicitors are proud to be the sponsor 
for this evening.

Both Ms Bilton and Dr Emmanuel 
are members of the Emily Davison 
Memorial Project Group (EDMP) who 
are organising a statue to be commem¬ 
orated in Epsom town square. 

The event which will celebrate 21st 
Century women will be attended by 
“inspirational” figures from both the 
immediate area and across England. 

These include television and radio 
co-presenter Charlotte Hawkins, shad¬ 
ow foreign secretary Emily Thorn- 
berry MP, and former Loose Women 
panellist Philippa Kennedy. 

It will be held on October 12.

Jake Hetherington, who 
was one of the founding 
members of the Epsom Dodg¬ 
ers amateur football club, 
passed away a week after his 
29th birthday in August 2008. 

An AFC Wimbledon sup¬ 
porter, he was treated at the 
Royal Trinity Hospice in 
Clapham which the fundrais¬ 
ing match has raised money 
for over the past decade. 

The 10th edition of the 
Jake Cup, a yearly 11-a-side 
fixture, has now been held as 
it kicked off on September 8 
at Ashtead Football Club in 
Barnett Wood Lane. 

More than £2,309 was 
raised on the day, while the 
total has reached above 
£65,000 since the first match. 


Mum Carole Hethering¬ 
ton said: “There were mixed 
emotions but it was wonder¬ 
ful, really. What was wonder¬ 
ful was that his friends came 
from far and wide - one was 
with him at Essex University, 
one flew in from Canada, and 
another flew in from Cyprus. 
People came from up north 
and all sorts. 

“I think what it meant to 
them was that it was lovely 
to see everybody A lot of 
them meet up every year at 
the football match but some 
of them don’t make it every 
year. 

“It was more like they were 
meeting up with people who 
were part of Jake’s life. 

“It’s a gathering. We had a 
slideshow as well and it’s just 
very moving, it’s very emo¬ 
tional.” 

Jake, the second of three 
children, and former com¬ 
mercial manager for a series 
of six magazines, lived in 
Broomwood Road, Clapham 
with his wife Emily. 

Following the match a 
committee-organised party 
was held at St George’s Chris¬ 


tian Centre, in Barnett Wood 
Lane, for the 10th anniversa¬ 
ry as 85 friends gathered for 
the evening. 

In addition, a cheque for 
£1,000 was donated by Gary 
Marshall on behalf of Cov¬ 
ent Garden Market, which 
has Trinity Hospice as one of 
its charities. 

His mother, now 69, added: 
“One of the lovely things 
is that Trinity Hospice has 
a new building, a new part 
with different rooms, and 


they called one of them the 
Hetherington Room. 

“They were very good to 
Jake, both as an inpatient 
and outpatient, and they gave 
counselling to his window for 
over a year as well. 

“People used to call him 
‘Jake the Smiler’. He was 
very sociable, friends came 
before anyone else. He was 
one of those people who al¬ 
ways loved life and always 
saw the good in everything.”

Work has officially begun to 
knock down “derelict” doc¬ 
tors’ flats at Epsom General 
Hospital. 

The second phase of the 
scheduled project resumed 
on Monday this week (Sep¬ 
tember 17) after staff were 
informed earlier this month. 

An email was sent to Ep¬ 
som and St Helier University 
Hospitals NHS Trust staff on 
September 13, seen by Epsom 
Guardian, by head of capital 
projects, estates and facili¬ 
ties Aidan Hardy 

It means the service road 
between Woodcote flats and 
the doctors’ flats, by the side 
of Rowan House, are shut 
- with no parking available 
around the area - according 
to the email. 

The third phase will begin 
on September 21 and finish 
on September 24. 

A spokeswoman for the 
trust confirmed the demoli¬ 
tion of the “derelict” doc¬ 
tors’ accommodation has 


taken place. 

She added the buildings 
had been empty for “some 
time” and they were in “such 
a bad state” of repair, need¬ 
ing more money to bring it 
back than to repurpose them. 


Knocking down the build¬ 
ing “is actually safer and 
cheaper”. 

Instead, staff will be al¬ 
located more modern ac¬ 
commodation “which is of 
a much higher quality, and 


feedback from our doctors 
and other staff has been 
great”. 

But the spokeswoman 
underlined the demolition 
is unrelated Epsom and St 
Helier’s ongoing land sales.

Maiya Kati, 24, from West Drayton, and 
his girlfriend Jeneba Brewahm, 24, from 
Tottenham, were stopped in a car on 
route to deliver drugs in Ashtead as part 
of Surrey Police’s 30-month Operation 
Viking in July 2018. 

Officers arrested the pair and they were 
taken to Epsom Hospital where they 
were strip searched. The strip search 
uncovered wraps of crack cocaine and 
heroin from Kati’s underwear. 

Mr Kati, 24, was charged with possession 


with intent to supply the class A drugs, 
crack cocaine and heroin. 

Ms Brewah was charged with possession 
with intent to supply crack cocaine and 
heroin and possession of cannabis. 

Ms Brewah received a 12 month 
suspended sentence for the intent to 
supply cocaine and a 12 month suspended 
sentence for the intent to supply heroin. 
Mr Kati pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to 30 months imprisonment for 
intent to supply cocaine and 30 month 
imprisonment to run concurrently for 
intent to supply heroin. 

Both were sentenced on September 6 at 
Guildford Crown Court.

Concerns for 
council if funds 
gap not reduced

Tackling their shortfall and es¬ 
timated £250million funding gap 
is now a matter of “urgency” for 
Surrey County Council. 

A ‘deep-dive’ review carried 
out by the Chartered Institute 
of Public Finance and Accou- 
tancy (CIPFA) has reported that 
without major change, SCC will 
not have sufficient income or re¬ 
serves to meet existing spending 
plans in the Medium Term Fi¬ 
nancial Plan. 

The report into the council’s 
finances has been published 
and wih be presented to cabinet 
members on Tuesday, September 
25. 

Here are extracts from the 
headline findings of the review: 

• The council wih not have 
sufficient reserves to meet its ex¬ 
pected budget gap in 2019-20 un¬ 
less it acts now. 

• Despite some additional cen¬ 
tral government funding, SCC 
needs to reform fundamentally 
how it provides services to its 
communities. Some initiatives 
wih necessitate difficult decision. 


• The onus is on achieving 
savings in 2018-19 without the 
volatility in estimates and unex¬ 
pected surprises experienced last 
year. 

• As it stands, the pattern in 

2017- 18 is likely to repeat in 2018- 
19 with considerable uncertain¬ 
ties over the delivery of a num¬ 
ber of the planned savings and 
utilisation of capital receipts. 

v There are no plans currently 
in place to resolve the data un¬ 
certainties in the estimates for 

2018- 18 and no plan B to deal with 
unanticipated demand increases 
or the possible failure to deliver 
some of the proposed savings. 

• The former Director of Fi¬ 
nance developed a strong team 
bond within the finance function, 
but drawing on interviews with 
staff, the auditors found the team 
lacks sufficient drive and initia¬ 
tive to tackle the issues above. 

- Service directorates were ap¬ 
preciative of the support they 
received from Finance, but it was 
concluded that the team was too 
passive in its approach. 

• Whatever the reason for such 
passivity, a re-structuring of the 
finance team is overdue. 

• Uncertainties in the role of 
Orbis have contributed to the ab¬ 
sence of changes to the finance 


team. 

• If SCC wants to generate 
economies of scale from integra¬ 
tion of back office services, then 
it wih need to invest in driving 
that change. 

• Greater clarity of direction 
and creation of ‘centres of ex¬ 
pertise’ represent an opportunity 
for cultural change and once di¬ 
rection is confirmed the pace of 
change wih be quicker. 

The report says there is an ur¬ 
gency in the need to build finan¬ 
cial resilience and suggests the 
following five points to tackle the 
financial difficulties: 

• Securing the commitment 
of everyone connected to Surrey 
County Council to resolving the 
financial difficulties faced 

• Re-structuring the finance 
team so that it has a more dynam¬ 
ic, central role in driving change 
across the organisation 

• Planning now for the known 
uncertainties in the estimates for 
2018-19 

• Implementing the structural 
changes needed to maintain a 
balanced budget in 2019-20 and 
2020-21 

• Building a more robust ap¬ 
proach to business management 
so that the changes made can be 
sustained

Bias when reporting 
Arab/lsrael conflict 


Local news is crucial to our 
communities, and many 
thanks are due to your sister 
title the Surrey Comet for 
continuing to provide this 
invaluable resource!

Hogarth’s Progress is a riotous double¬ 
bill of comedies by BAFTA Award winner 
Nick Dear, following one of Britain’s most 
celebrated artists on two monumental pub 
crawls. The plays explore the extraordinary 
lives of William and Jane Hogarth at a time 
when culture escaped from the grasp of the 
powerful into the hands of the many.

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CRAZY RICH ASIANS (12A): If Richard Curtis transplant¬ 
ed one of his frothy romantic comedies full of beautiful, 
privileged people falling in love across the class divide to 
the Far East, the result would be strikingly similar to Crazy 
Rich Asians. Based on the novel by Kevin Kwan, Jon 
M Chu’s crowd-pleasing confection relies on well-worn 
genre tropes and lovingly gift-wraps every luxurious frame 
in the splendour of modern-day Singapore. Chu’s film in¬ 
vests almost two hours showcasing the south-east Asian 
state’s breath-taking beaches, spectacular high-rise ho¬ 
tels, designer boutiques and mouth-watering street food. 
Scriptwriters Peter Chiarelli and Adele Lim don’t stray 
from tried and tested rom-com conventions and they 
arm a good-looking all-Asian cast with crisp one-liners 
including some standout barbs from Awkwafina, who 
was last seen stealing scenes and jewels in Ocean’s 8. A 
prologue set in a rain-drenched 1995 London is hard to 
swallow but the rest of director Chu’s silky-smooth cock¬ 
tail goes down a treat. 

KING OF THIEVES (15): King Of Thieves dramatises the 
2015 Hatton Garden safety deposit box robbery, offer¬ 
ing one expletive-laden version of events masterminded 
by screenwriter Joe Penhall. Considering the rich source 
material and an Oscar-calibre cast led by Sir Michael 
Caine and Jim Broadbent, director James Marsh’s film 
is curiously devoid of suspense or engaging characters. 
The only thing separating this lacklustre tale of dodgy 
geezers and divided loyalties from Lock, Stock And Two 
Smoking Barrels’ countless imitators is the advancing 
years of the central protagonists. Director James Marsh 
stages the pivotal robbery with assurance but his film ar¬ 
rives a week after the riveting true-life crime thriller Ameri¬ 
can Animals, and wilts in comparison. 

SUPERFLY (15): It’s not easy being a dope dealer with¬ 
out living like one. So says the lead character of Direc¬ 
tor X’s soulless update of the 1972 blaxploitation caper 
Super Fly, which starred Ron O’Neal as an enterprising 
criminal with “a plan to stick it to The Man” and a ghetto 
fabulous wardrobe to complement the hip soundtrack 
masterminded by Curtis Mayfield. Every frame of Super¬ 
fly looks expensive but while the price tags on charac¬ 


ters’ threads might be ridiculously high, the quality of Alex 
Tse’s script is cheap and cheerless. Director X’s version 
adheres closely to the plot of the original albeit with a few 
timely updates and stylistic tweaks plus a gratuitous soft¬ 
core threesome in a shower. Leading man Trevor Jack- 
son has the fast car and voluminous hair to match Ron 
O’Neal’s earlier incarnation, swagger for self-conscious 
swagger, but his chancer’s lack of emotion under pres¬ 
sure gives us no compelling reason to root for the enter¬ 
prising bad boy. 

THE NUN (15): In the 2016 horror The Conjuring 2, para¬ 
normal investigators Ed (Patrick Wilson) and Lorraine 
Warren (Vera Farmiga) are terrorised by an ashen-faced, 
demonic nun with glowing eyes called Valak (Bonnie Aar¬ 
ons). The origin of this hell-bound harpy in a habit, teased 
in a post-end credits scene in last year’s Annabelle: Crea¬ 
tion, provides a couple of predictable jolts, but no last¬ 
ing shivers in Corin Hardy’s creaky supernatural horror. 
Based on a script by Gary Dauberman, The Nun employs 
familiar tropes to pit a battle-scarred holy man (Dem- 
ian Bichir) and a fresh-faced postulant (Taissa Farmiga) 
against ancient evil, which can assume myriad forms 
and heralds its approach by inverting crucifixes. Every 
brush with death is clearly telegraphed and characters 
repeatedly bid farewell to common sense by investigating 
strange sounds on their own down darkened corridors. 
Abandon hope of spine-chilling terror all ye who enter a 
cinema showing The Nun. 

PUZZLE (15): A selfless fortysomething mother pieces 
together her future by prioritising her desires for a change 
in director Marc Turtletaub’s nuanced character study. 
Based on an Argentinian film released in 2010, Puzzle 
observes the ebb and flow of family life at close quarters, 
gently exposing the unspoken dreams, careless criticism 
and fractured self-confidence, which bind a dysfunctional 
clan in the suburbs of New York, where religion and rou¬ 
tine hold sway. Glasgow-born actress Kelly Macdonald 
blossoms before our eyes as the downtrodden home¬ 
maker, who is reborn when she discovers a gift for com¬ 
pleting jigsaw puzzles at speed. She expresses her wife’s 
maelstrom of emotions with a tremulous gesture or linger¬ 


ing glance, which speak louder than screeds of dialogue. 
Pleasingly, the various elements of a gently paced script 
don’t slot neatly into place - Turtletaub’s drama is merely 
a corner piece of a much larger picture. 

AMERICAN ANIMALS (15): Based on the true story 
of four young men who orchestrated a daring heist in 
December 2004 at Transylvania University in Kentucky, 
American Animals elegantly melds documentary and 
dramatisation to sift through the contradictory testimo¬ 
nies of the perpetrators. The reliability of these remorseful 
narrators, who were arrested and sentenced, stokes the 
intrigue of writer-director Bart Layton’s thriller. “I guess 
you just have to take my word for it,” comments one real- 
life robber, who appears on screen alongside the actor 
playing him. The men’s words and actions blur - a neat 
stylistic conceit, which Layton uses sparingly and to 
great effect as his film gathers momentum, careening at 
alarming speed towards an inevitable final reckoning. “In 
real life, the bad guys don’t get to ride off into the sunset 
with the money,” one robber notes. 

THE MISEDUCATION OF CAMERON POST (15) 


Based on a novel by Emily M Danforth, The Miseducation 
Of Cameron Post chronicles the damage wrought by a 
gay conversion therapy camp through the eyes of one 
girl (Chloe Grace Moretz), who wages a war of attrition 
against counsellors and discovers her greatest weapons 
are her compassion and wit. The script, co-written by 
director Desiree Akhavan and Cecilia Frugiuele, skips 
nimbly though an emotional minefield of raging hormones 
and adolescent angst as tortured teenagers - known 
as disciples - root out the source of their supposed 
imperfection. One girl suggests that her father’s love of 
TV sports might have negatively impacted her femininity 
at an impressionable age. It’s easy to scoff, but the ma¬ 
jority of US states have not banned conversion therapy 
for minors on the basis of gender identity or sexual 
orientation.Acerbic humour is deftly employed to cut 
through the tension between camp staff and disciples, 
emboldened by a purse-lipped supporting turn from 
Jennifer Ehle as the therapist, who claims her 
practices can help teenagers rediscover the path to het¬ 
erosexuality.

Bank of Mum and Dad contributes 
towards 25 per cent of purchases 


The Bank of Mum and Dad will provide funding 
towards around a quarter of property purchases 
this year, according to research. 

By the end of this year, friends and family will 
have helped 316,600 loved ones to buy a home, 
up from 298,000 in 2017. 

The study, carried out by Legal & General and 
Cebr, calculates that the Bank of Mum and Dad 
will be equivalent to a £5.7 billion mortgage 
lender this year, supporting property purchases 
worth a total of more than £81 billion. 

The average contribution to a property purchase 
by friends and family is on the decline, however. 
The typical sum lent for a property purchase 
this year will dip to £18,000 after peaking at 
£21,600 last year. 

“The fact that in 2018, one in four housing 
transactions will be dependent on the Bank 
of Mum and Dad, while hard-pressed parents 


are finding it more difficult to provide the funds 
to help their family with deposits, will further 
exacerbate the UK’s housing crisis,” says 
Nigel Wilson, group chief executive at Legal & 
General. 

“We need to build more homes for the young, 
old and families alike - more quickly and cost 
effectively,” he says. 

“The volume of transactions depending on Bank 
of Mum and Dad funding keeps on growing, 
even as parents find it harder to provide as much 
moneyforthe deposit. [This] funding is a vital 
plank in the housing market, but this year the 
supply of funds is being squeezed.” 

“This is not a positive trend - nor is it sustainable 
or fair for our parents (the lenders) and young 
people (the borrowers) to remain so co¬ 
dependent when it comes to housing purchases,” 
Wilson concludes.

Sutton United manager Paul Doswell 
described his side’s performance as 
‘comical’ after the U’s were thumped 
4-0 at home by Boreham Wood on 
Tuesday night. 

The U’s were looking to exact 
revenge for suffering a home loss 
in the play-off semi-final to the 
Hertfordshire side back in May 

They went into the match with 
high hopes having gone four matches 
unbeaten but got off to a disastrous 
start, conceding three goals inside 
the opening 25 minutes.

“It’s not the worst thing that 
could happen. Sometimes you need a 
kick. 

“Maybe we got complacent, think¬ 
ing we just had to turn up to win the 
game but in this league you can’t do 
that. If you do, you get beat heavily, 
as we were tonight. 

“It’ll be a case of looking at that 
with the players on Thursday They 
know what they’ve done wrong. 
There’s no need to emphasise too 
much to them tonight. 

“At the end of the day we both 
walk away from this ground tonight 
on the same points. Two sides, eleven 
games, 19 points.” 

Doswell’s team now face a real test 
of character when second-placed 
Wrexham come to the Knights 
Community Stadium this Saturday 
(September 21, 3pm). Dover Athletic 
visit next Tuesday (September 25, 
7.45pm). 



Bennett rubs Salts into Bee’s wounds 


Epsom and Ewell climbed up to 
third in the league following a 3-1 
win over Tooting Bee on a glorious¬ 
ly sunny afternoon last Saturday, 
writes George Holland. 

Bee came out of the blocks first 
and were on the front foot in the 
early exchanges. 

They went close to taking the 
lead after a 20 yard shot that had 
keeper Ricky Borrett beaten in the 
Salts goal, kissed the crossbar.

However, the Salts rearguard was 
broken in the 39th minute when a 
cross from the left wing was drilled 
home from the edge of the box by 
James Parsons to make it 2-1. 

They nearly evened the score 
shortly before half time after Rick 
Borrett fumbled a Bee shot, only 
for the forward to shoot wide. 
The second half was more even 
with the Salts getting more into the 
game creating several chances. 

On 76 minutes Salts’ earned 
themselves a penalty after super¬ 
sub Kieran Campbell was brought 
down in the box. Up stepped Bobby 
Bennett to send the keeper the 
wrong and restored their two goal 
cushion. 

Bee rallied but the closest they 
came to scoring a second was a 


long range shot that rattled Borrett’s 
crossbar once again with him well 
beaten. Epsom now sit behind Bed- 
font and Feltham on goal difference, 
with Farnham Town leading the ta¬ 
ble on 16 points. 

Next up for the Salts is a trip 
to Bedfont Sports’ ground to play 
groundsharers FC Deportivo Galicia, 
on Saturday in the CCL 1st Division, 
3pm kick off.
